A Kansas Town Demolished by 0 Harvienne,

The Lawrenee (Kar) Jorrenal of July 30 glves the
following particulars of the destruction by a harei-
cane of the town of Kansas in that State :—

The storm that passed over Lawrence Tuesidoy
evening will long be remeinbered Dy our citizens,
not particalarly for the sevority of the wind and fall
of rain, as it will be for the unusual and almost con-
tinuous glare of electricity that flled the atmo-
sphere, The heavens secimed to have been it up
with one continual blaze of electricity, and the
otherwise dark night was move brilliant than i la-
minated by the “ronnd lsughiong moon.” The thun-
der Al times wins viery sevore, but i3 geviricy was
more spasmo le—it ecemed well enough satisfied
with stayipg oifat a distance and lndulging in one
Incessant growl, ke an angrylion, Nodanmge was

pustpined near Lawrence that we have heard of,
The fury of the stormn bad beon spent hes
fore 1t reached our clfy, but narthwest
and west of Lawrence In some  places it

WAas territle, especially where it reached the hewd-
waters of the Eansus river.  Messrs, Thomas
Thompson and 8. N, Beman, who reached this city
on Wednesday even'ng from the West, informs us
that thay stopped on Tucsday night at Detroit, a
small town about s8iX miles east ol Abilens, on the
Kansas Pociie Road, and that about nine o'clock
the gtorm burst forth upon that devoted villisge lu
all 18 fury, The thunder aad lightning wera toeerl-
e, and the wind swept past, a perfect hurricane,

Every house in the village, with one exception, was
entirely destroyed; furniture, bed, and bedding
were seattercd over the prairie and lost amd de-
stroyed., Fortunately no ong received any serlons
injury, although a number were slightly injared,
People were compelled 1o stand oul on the prairie,

alter the butldings were hlown — away,
und endare the Lerrors of the  hur-
ricane and the pitiless  pelting of rain and
hail. Cnly two tamilies lind secared anything like a

shetter from the storm, aud one of these did so by
taking refuge in a cellay after the boilding had
been demalishied, and by this means secared o par-
tial shelter from the fary of the elements, Those
In tents fared better than those o houscs, Although
the tents blew down, yet they fell upon the oocn-
pants, and thus gaved thei from @ severe pelting.
A log-house that had braved the storms for the past
eleven years, belng the lirst hoose bullt i that lo-
callty, and which lil been nsed as o house of cuter-
tninment or hotel, was levelled with the geoind, o
any places the corpn has been complotely riddled
By the hadl, el wheat that hnd been harvested anid
shocked in the tleld was gonfterad in every draction.

JosToN, Aug, 4.—Kate, the wife of Dr. Alva
Hobbs, of No, 120 Washington street, was shot
and killed Ingtnight in her own parlor, by Maior
Thomas L. White, abont 50 vears of age, of
Mississippi, who had been boarding with Dr,
Hobbs, and was under medical treatment.

It dovs not appear that there were any suspi-
clons of his design on the life of Mrs. Hobhs
until about the time he shot her, Two shots
were fired from o revolver, the second one enter-
ing the woman’s left breast., Her death was
Instant, The murderer wosjimmediately arrestod,

Mrs, Hobbis beeame acquainted with White st
the South, and through ber infatnation he en-
deavored to obtain her affections, failing in
which, he shot her.  The murdered woman was
the gecond wife of the doctor, and was thirty-
live yeurs ol age,

THE OFERATION OF THE REGISTILY LAW.

This morulog san argument was heard upon the
ppplication mude for a mandimous  agoainst the
nesessors of the Finh ward, compelling them to put
upon the transcript of the Sixth division the name of
the appieant, John C, Smith, His petitdon sets forth
thit he 18 8 native cltizen of the United States, and
has resided in the State twenty-nine yeawrs, and for
twenty-geven yeurs in that portion of the cily known
as the Sixth division of the Fifth ward ; at present e
resides at the southeast corner of Fourth and Spruce
strects; he occuples a room in the second
story  of sald house, where bhe I8 a4 boarder
and lodger; the dwelling part of the house 8 occo-
pred by Joseph Garwood; he has made application te
George Coneannon and Hector Willlmas, the asses-
Eors Of the gnld ward, to he wssessed and placed upon
the division trangcript as a private resident, accord-
